and to furnish certain data. 
It Is also denied that any of those 
under suspicion have left the city 
since the exposure and that all whom 
the detectives think may possibly be 
wanted later are being kept under sur­ 
veillance. officers being on guard at 
all city and suburban stations. 
Besides the councilman, the flash­ 
light photograph is said to show an 
agent of the Hulling Detective agency 
of Scranton, Pa., which worked up the 
cases.

DIRE DISTRESS 


A. 0. Narrows, of This City Wandered 
all Night on Leech Lake in Snow 
j 
Storm Last Weak 
A. 0. Narrows, of this city, one of 
the best known and most experienced 
hunters and Indian traders in central 
northern Minnesota, is home from a 
trip to the Leech Lake country. He 
had an experience while up there which 
he never wants to repeat. One day 
last week he startedjfrom the Northland 
Pine Co.'s Camp Four, on the eastern 
shore of Leech Lake, for the home of 
an Indian chief living about ten miles 
from there across the lake in a wester­ 
ly direction. When he left the camp, 
about IO o’clock in the forenoon, it was 
about as pleasant a winter day as is 
often seen, being clear and 
calm 
and not too cold. When about half 
way across he saw a storm coming and 
started to run, in hopes of reaching the 
shore before the storm hid it from 
view. The attempt proved vain, how­ 
ever, and in a short time he was in the 
midst of a blinding whirl of storm, 
which hid everything from sight. In 
fact, he said, he was scarcely able to 
see his hand before his face. He stag­ 
gered blindly on, however, hour after 
hour, determined not to give up, though 
tempted scores of times to lie down and 
die. Darkness came on and still he 
plodded on. Finally, at 4 o’clock in the 
morning, he reached the shore of the 
lake. He says he had intended going 
back into the woods a little ways and 
building a fire, but he stumbled upon an 
Indian trail and decided to follow that 
About half an hour brought him to a 
wigwam where he found food and shel­ 
ter. His feet were badly frozen, but 
he took off his shoes and stockings and 
walked barefoot for Bom* in the snow, 
which 
prevented 
serious 
injuries. 
Later in the day the Indian whose wig­ 
wam he had found, took him to the 
home of another who had a pair of 
ponies , and the latter took him back to 
Camp Four, charging him $5 for the 
trip, and he says it beat the first one, 
even at that price. He found that he 
reached shore about 25 miles from 
where he left it, and had no means of 
knowing how many miles he wandered 
aimlessly in the storm while on the 
lake. Mr. - Narrows’ feet are pretty 
sore yet, but he is able to be around 
and considers that he got off luckily 
even at that.

New York. Dec. 23.—Fire broke out 
In the Herald Square theater at. Thlr- 
| ty-flfth street and Broadway ten mln- 
j ates before the close of the evening 
perform ance, 
and 
before 
it 
was 
brought under control had done con­ 
siderable damage to 1he building had 
driven the actors and chorus Into the 
streets In their scant costum es and 
had caused great commotion among 
the 
theater 
crowds 
on 
Broadway. 
There was no panic and no one was 
injured, the audience rem aining In 
Ignorance ol the Die until m ost of 
them had pnssed Into the streets. 
The fire caught from a large elec­ 
tric sign on the front of the theater 
building and spread to the executive 
offices, which are opposite the second 
gallery of the auditorium. 
It was just ten m inutes before the 
tim e for the perform ance to end when 
two women came down from the sec­ 
ond gallery and reported to the thea­ 
ter attaches that there was smoke in 
the upper part of the building. T reas­ 
urer Lyon quickly went behind the 
curtain and explained the situation to 
♦he actors and told them to cut tho 
play short. 
This was done and the 
curtain was lowered without any an­ 
nouncement to the audience. 
Did Not Know Fire W as Raging. 
The big crowd shuffled slowly out 
not V row ing that a Are wa* b~in" 
fought In the upper gallery 
Vo*t of 
them soon reached the E rects, but 
some remained 
behind wafting for 
the wraps to be taken from the cloak 
rooms. 
As the flames began to gain 
headway the theater employes urged 
♦he tardy on“ 9 to hurry out and told 
them there was a fire in the theater. 
Some of them left without waiting for 
their wraps. 
Alarm spread among the actors and 
chorus and many of the young wo 
m en 
left th e building by the s ta '-e 
e n t r a n c e in scant, and unconventional 
p ttire . 
The chorus girls beat a haRty 
r e t r e a t for cover to a hotel, where 
th e y were m a d e comfortable. 
An alarm quickly brought the fire 
engines and w ater was turned upon 
the flames. 
Some tim e after the fire 
was practically out the th eater gal­ 
lery fell and a moment later thirty- 
five feet o* the roof on the Broadway 
end of the building came down. 
The 
loss is placed at between $50,000 and 
$60,000. 
A saloon and cigar store next door 
were practically destroyed. 
The fire caused a trem endous jam 
in the neighborhood of Herald square. 
So great was the crush In the neigh­ 
borhood 
that 
the 
absence of 
any 
casualties seemed surprising. 
Only the coolness of the th eater at­ 
taches prevented anything In the way 
of a panic. 
When the curtain was 
lowered upon final ensemble the or 
chestra continued to play, and Police 
Inspector McCloskey and Deputy Po­ 
lice Commissioner Hanson, who were 
In the audience, went quickly to the 
exits and quietly reassured those who 
had discovered the smoke in the sec­ 
ond gallery.
